On the wind¬ 
shield of tome motor cars, whole owners resent any 
advice from the beck seel, this gentle reminder it 
neatfy petted to that it is visible to ell the occupants 
of the vehicle. 

But we are told that the back-seat driver has come 
into his own at last, despite the implied and audible 
rebuke of the man at the wheel.. It appears that the 
Georgia court of appeals has thrown out a woman's 
appeal for damages in an automobile accident because 
she, riding in the ftUnily "bus" which her husband 
was driving, did- not wart him of the approach of 
another car. 

Are we to assume from this that back-eeat driving 
has been endowed with the dignity of a right and 
duty, that not only must the driver in the front keep 
his eyes oiv the road, but that his passengers must do 
the same> 

If Georgia has interpreted such a system as the 
{aw, it will strike most motorists as a case of common 
sense abdicating in favor of 4 foolish conception of 
how to avoid accidents. Even those who do not 
drive cars will agree that any competent motorist is 
able to watch the hazards of traffic without help. 
Advice from the back Mat surely is more likely to 
fluster him than assist him.
